BASEL, Dec. 17.—The statisti- 
cians’ subcommittee of the Young 
Pian Advisory Commission report- 
ed today, it is understood, that the 
Reich’s foreign «trade balance 
should be more than sufficient to 
pay the $150,000,000 unconditional 
annuities held essential by France. 

The subcommittee’s report was 
not made public but it was turned 
in to the main body and will be 
included in the final findings of 
the investigators. 

The reference to the foreign 
trade balance is understood to have 
been included in the report at the 
request of the French delegates. 

The subcommittee also declared.

annual interest bill is $112,500,000 
less than the amount submitted to 
the commission tast week by Dr.

The contract, which would divest 
the State of any authority over its

Chief of New York Office pret a to Have

NEW YORK, Dec, 17.—James J. 
McCormick, chief of the Marriage 
Bureau, testified before the legis- 
lative city investigating committee 
today that husbands gave him al- 
most twice as much as the city did 
for his work, He said his salary 
was $8500 a year but that gifts 
‘frem bridegrooms averaged an ad- 
ditional $16,000 a year. 
McCormick since 1925 has had 
ij checking accounts in the Chemical 
Bank & Trust Coe. and in the Irving 
Trust Ce. and has had 30 savings 
accounts in 23 savings banks, he 
acknowledged. All but four of the 
savings acceunts have been opened 
since Jan. 1, 1924, he said. 

He said he never teek any meney 
from laboring men whom he mar- 
ried, and Samuel Seabury. chief 
eounsel te the committee, asked 
him what qualities were necessary 
in order for “him to accept money. 
“Well, it's pretty hard to judge 
people,” be replied. “Seme of them 
may give me a $10 note in an en- 
velope. Semetimes they hand me 
$5. When they ask if there is a 
fee. I say no.” 

Seabury produced bank records 
te show that MeCormick had de- 
posited $299.499.14 frem Jan. 1, 
1925, to Oct. 19, 1931, at which 
time his balance was $257,929.75. 
“I dida't know I had so much,” 
said MeCermick. 

Seabury shewed that McCor- 
mick’s galary for the period in 
question and the gifts he said he 
had received tetaled only $149.000. 
“Where did you get the $150,000 
difference?"’ he asked. “Can you

Downstate Members Put Measure Through, 
29 to 17, and Send It to House — Opponent 
Calls Bill Unconstitutional. 


By the Associated Presg. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Dec. 17.— 


Downstate members of the Senate, 
aided by two members from Cook 
County, yesterday passed the pro- 
posed State income tax bill and sent 
it to the House for concurrence. 
The vote was 29 to 17. 

Of the 17 votes cast against the 
income tax measure, 14 were by 
Cook County Senators. The three 
members representing the urban 


industrial districts of Peoria, 
Springfield and East St. Louis, 
joined the Chicagoans in attempt- 
ing to defeat the bill. 

The income tax was proposed by 
the Governor’s revenue commis- 
sion as part of the program to re- 
lieve real estate of the heavy tax 
load it now carries. Advocates of 
the bill contend that it will reduce 
taxes on real estate by about 7 per 
cent and will bring in about $30,- 
000,000. 

Under the terms of the bill sin- 
gle persons earning between $1000 


a tax of 2 per cent on their in- 
comes. The exemption for heads 
of families is $2000 with an addi- 
tional $200 for each dependent. On 
incomes from $4000 to $8999 the 
tax would be 3 per cent; from

EX-CONGRESSMAN GORMAN, 
OF CHICAGO, IS DISBARRED 


As Corporation Counsel He Con- 
ducted Thompson's Investigation 
of “British Propaganda” in 
Schools, 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 17.— 
Former Congressman John J. Gor- 
man of Chicago, who as corporation 
counsel conducted former Mayor 
Thompson's investigation of “Brit- 
ish propaganda” in history text 
books, was disbarred by the Su- 
preme Court today, on the ground 
he had not conformed to standards 
set by the legal] profession. 

The disbarment action, started 
by the Chicago Bar Association, 
was based on Gorman’s prosecution 
of Mayor Thompson’s ouster suit 
against William McAndrew, then 
superintendent of schools, accused 
of pro-British leanings. 

Mayor Thompson had _ deposed 
McAndrew, charging that he was a 
“paid agent of the British crown”’ 
and permitted use of text books 
steeped in propaganda for King 
(yeorge. 

Gorman in his conduct of the 
ease referred especially to Prof. 
David Saville Muzzey of Columbia 
University, whom he called a 
“propagandist” and his text book 
which Gorman asserted was “unfit 
for use in public schools.” 

Prof. Muzzey filed a $100,009 
libel suit against Gorman but 


dropped the action later when Gor- | 


man formally apologized.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Sena- 
tor Swanson of Virginia has been 
chosen delegate to the Geneva arms 
conference which meets early next 
year, 


He will serve with Henry P. 
Fletcher of Pennsylvania, veteran 
diplomat, and probably with Sec- 
retary of State Stimson. A Repub- 
lican Senator probably will be’ se- 
lected to round out the group. 

Selection of the Virginian by 
President Hoover was learned yes- 
terday, but the Democratic Sena- 
tor declined to discuss the matter. 
Swanson is one of the sturdiest 
advocates of a strong navy and is 
pushing now for legislation to 
make possible building the fleet 
up to the limits set by the London 
treaty. But he was a leader in get- 
ting that treaty ratified by the 
Senate a year ago. 

While it is expected that Stimson 
will head the Geneva delegation, 
nothing definite has been said 
about it. If he does not go Fletch- 
er is favored to become chairman.

REPORT ON MILK 
STRKEBY SOCIAL 
JUSTICE. GROUP 


Deplores Refusal of Pevely 
Co. to Arbitrate Its Dif- 
ferences With Producers’ 
Association. A 


The conclusions of months of 
study, many. conferences with Pres- 
ident Dan C. Kerckhoff of the 
Pevely Dairy Co. and officers of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers’ As- 


sociation, and repeated attempts to 
bring about arbitration, were 
summed up in a final report on 
the milk strike issued yesterday by 
the Social Justice Commission. 

Of the 24 scientists and ministers 
comprising the commission, all 
signed the report except one who 
had not attended the conferences 
and was not familiar with the is- 
sues. The signers included pastors 
of leading Jewish, Protestant and 
Catholic churches, and sociologists 
and economists of Washington and 
St. Louis University faculties, some 
of whom served as a research com- 
mittee to dig out the kernel of the 
controversy. 

Text of Report. 

The text of the report follows: 

“The Social Justice @ommission 
in St. Ldhis in response to an af 
peal from a religious leader, many 
of whose parishioners are mem- 
bers of the Sanitary Milk Produc- 
ers’ Association, who formerly sup- 
plied milk tothe Pevely Dairy 
Co. arranged conferences between 
representatives of the Pevely Dairy 
Co. and the Sanitary Milk Produc- 
ers’ Association. At these confer- 
ences it became evident to all 
members of the commission that 
all of the issues which precipitat- 
ed the conflict could and should 
be arbitrated. The Sanitary Milk 
Producers’ Association agreed to 
arbitrate. The Pevely Co. refused 
to arbitrate. The Social Justice 
Commission did not propose that 
it would serve as an arbitration 
commission but suggested some 
impartial group on which both 
sides could agree. As a result of 
these conferences, and as a re- 
sult of research in the entire field 
of co-operative,ymarketing of dairy 
products, the commission issues 
this statement: 

“1. That organizationse similar 
to the Sanitary Milk Producers’ 
Association exist in many cities and 
function satisfactorily. 

“2. That such organizations are 
sanctioned by Acts of Congress 
and laws of Missouri and Illinois 
and are subject to legal control. 

“3. That in communities where 
such organizations function, the 
price of milk is not higher than 
in communities where they do not 
exist. Differences in price are gen- 
erally due to local conditions. 


Lists Points at Issue. 

“4. That the issues of the con- 
troversy are as follows: 

“(A) A new contract issued by 
the Pevely Dairy Co. on Sept. 1, 
1931, to members of the Sanitary 
Milk Producers’ Association, from 
whom it had been buying milk, 
precipitated the present strike. 
This contract bound the farmer to 
supply his milk to the Pevely Co. 
at a price which the company as- 
sumed power to fix. The farmer 
had no power even to cancel his 
contract. This contract seems to us 
to be ethically indefensible. Mr. 
Kerckhoff has admitted that it 
was an error and he has given the 
farmer the privilege of cancella- 
tion, but the Pevely company re- 
tains the power under the con- 
tract to set the price. Were it not 
for the protest of the farmers’ or- 
ganization, even the privilege of 
cancellation might not have been 
extended.. 

“(B) The Pevely company also 
refused to permit representatives 
of the Sanitary Milk Producers’ 
Association to check the butter- 
fat content of milk sold to it by 
members of the association. The 
price pf milk depends upon its 
butter-fat content, which is deter- 
mined in the first instance by the 


company at its plant in the city.- 


The Pevely company is willing to 
permit each farmer to make his 
own check, but this is impractical 
for thousands of farmers. The re- 
quest of the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers is just and equitable, and

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GANDHI PITCHES TENT ON DECK 
OF SHIP CARRYING HIM HOME 


Refuses Captain’s Offer of a Com- 
fortable Cabin; Disciples Sleep 
in Open.

STEAMSHIP PILSNA, Dec. 17.— 


Mahatma Gandhi, homeward bound 
to India from his three-month 
stay in England at the second round 
table conference, pitched a tent on 
the deck today to live in during 
the remainder of the journey. The 
Mahatma found the chill Mediter- 


ranean winds too severe for him 
and his loin cloth at night. His odd 
habitation is stretched across 
wooden planks which cover the 
freight hatchway in the stern. 

The faithful’ Mira Behn, his pa- 
tient disciple, watches over him 
while he: sleeps. A half dozen 
other disciples sleep in rows near- 
by on bare boards. Among these 
are Prof. and Mrs. Raymond Pri- 
vat, who left Switzerland to go to 
India as the Manhatma’s guests. 
Prof. Privat is a former official of 
the League of Nation’s secretariat. 

Scattered helter skelter are pots, 
pans, spinning wheels, pails of 
goats’ milk, baskets of fruit and 
vegetables, state documents, pro- 
ceedings of the round table con- 
ference, loin cloths, old shoes and 
the Mahatma’s personal belong- 
ings. Outside the tent a big Alsa- 
tian wolf hound sprawls. 

The captain of the steamer of-

most treasured possessions he 
brought from England are a copy 
of “Rambles and Wandering,” pre- 
sented to him by Prime Minister 
MacDonald, and a copy of “The 
Fourth Seal,” written and given 
him by Sir Samuel Hoare.

The existing plan 
in no sense ‘draws a ring around 
St. Louis.’ It permits the distribu- 
ters to purchase as much milk as 
they please from any source, at 
any price not higher than that paid 
to membérs of the association. 
Moreover the presence of con- 
sumers’ representatives at the price 
conferences, whic his an integral 
part of the plan, is an important 
assurance to the public against ex- 
tortion. 

“We of the Social Justice Com- 
mission believe that the right to 
bargain collectively is an inalien- 
able right of farmers as well as of 
workers and employers. That prin- 
ciple has been widely approved.

It is not true 
that the price established by col- 
lective bargaining, is independent 
of market forces, because neces- 
sarily it must be adjusted from 
time to time according to costs 
of production and market condi- 
tions.

AN IMPORTANT REFORM. 

A bill for uniform assessment of real estate, to be 
presented tomorrow to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, represents an exceedingly important 
reform. For several years, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Real Estate Exchange and other organizations 
have urgec the desirability of such a measure, and 
last spring, following his re-election as President of 
the Board of Aldermen, Mr. Neun appointed a special 
committee to look into the subject. The bill that has 


to be disappointed. And if, as alleged in the Senate’s 


tion, a necessarily expensive enterprise, they are not 
so smart as they are reputed to be. 

The country, manifestly, is in no mood for cancel- 
lation. The hostility of Congress to the administra- 
tion’s proposal for a reconsideration of the war debts 
reflects public sentiment, we believe. But the mora- 
torium ought to be, and doubtless will be, ratified. 
We are aware, of course, that some of our most 
accomplished citizens urge cancellation of the war 
debts. It is possible, too, that the American people 
will some day be convinced that cancellation is the 
pest policy, from a strictly business point of view. 
That day has not yet arrived. In the present cir- 
circumstancés, it is not remotely on the horizon. The 
reason is plain. Suppose the war debts were can- 
celed! Suppose, also, the reparations were written 
off, as they will have to be if the debts are for- 
given! ‘Would the depression vanish and prosperity 
come flowing in? Burdensome, in truth, as the debts 
are, they are a miinor item in the economy of a world 
that is spending five billions ef dollars yearly on 


Yet when Senators and Representatives in Congress 
turn imperious thumbs down on cancellation, and 
grandiloquently declare that the costs of the war 
shall not be saddled upon the American taxpayer, it 
may fairly be asked, Just who has paid the war debts 
so far? All the payments received up to date on ac 
count of the war debts have come from American 
pockets. Germany has paid her reparations from 
American loans, out o: which our debtors have made 
their remittances to us. The money originates tin 
America, goes to Germany, leaves Germany by way 
of reparations to Franc>, England; Italy and Belgium, 
and, as instaliments on the war debts, comes back to 
America. 

This process cannot continue indefinitely. Perhaps 
it cannot go on any further. If Germany can borrow | 
no more money from the United States and must de- 
fault on her reparations, and if our debtors hold up 
their hands and say that, since Germany cannot pay 
them, they cannot pay us, what then? This is not a 
hypothetical question. Rather, it is the reality of 
the situation with which we shall presently be face 
to face, if we are not there now. 

What then? Then the question will have to be 
given the intelligent and honest consideration it has 
not hitherto had. Then the nations, including our-

K OF. WAR WORK 
COST $43,155,000 


Report Made in Pétitions Filed 
to Reliéve Trusteés of 
Responsibility, 


The Knights of Columbus spent 
$43,155,189 in carrying on its work 
among sérvice men during and aft- 
er the World War, according t6 a 
petition filed in Superior Court at 
New Haven, Conn., yesterday by 
Luke E. Hart of St. Louis, supreme 
advocate of the order. 

Besides giving an accounting of 
expenditures the petition asks the 
court t6 felieve the trustees of the 
Khights of Columbug War Camp 
Fund of further responsibility for 
the fund, which still has afi uhex- 
pended balance of $76,681. Thé 
petition is filed in New Haven be- 
cause the headquarters of the fra- 
tefhal order is thefe. 

The unexpendéd balance-of the 
money the trustees ask the court 
to set up as a réserve fund to 
guard against contingenciés that 
might arise as a result of the op- 
éfation of the war fund. The Court 
is asked to place the monéy. under 
the jurisdiction of the Supfeme 
Board of Directors of thé Knights 
ef Columbus. 

The total received by the Knights 
of Columbus for wart ahd post-war 
work, including interest on the 
money, was $43,233,870. The fund 
had its foundation in an appeal 
made by the order to its membefs 
immediately after declaration of 
war against Germany, for a fund 
of $1,000,000. This was followed by 
another appeal $3,000,000 diretted 
to the genera] public. As a result 
of the appeals $13,386,587 was 
raised. 

The petition continues that in 
July of 1918 the Knights of Colum- 
bus requested Secrétary of War 
Baker to initiate a drive for funds 
to be divided among the séven 
agencies then doing welfare work 
among service men. This became 
a general drive for funds in which 
United Wat Work Campaign, Inc., 
raised $170,500,000. 

Of this total the Knights of Col- 
umbus received $30,000,000. ‘The 
Y. M. C. A. received $100,000,000, 
the Y. W. C. A. $15,000,000, the 
Jewish Welfare Board $3,500,000, 
the War Camp Community Serv- 
ice, $15,000,000, the American 
Library Association, $3,500,000, and 
the Salvation Army, $3,500,000. 

In addition to the thoney from 
ifs own drive and the general cam- 
paign the Knights of Colur bus 
fund realized $2,382,526 in-inter- 
est on its money, A total of $38,- 
818,315 was spent in welfare work 
in army camps during and after 
the war and the remainder 6f the 
expended money was set out, thé 
pétition states, in frée émployment 
bureaus for ex-service men, schol- 
arships for 403 former service men 
in colleges and wuhiversitiés, the es-

BURNS LEA 


FIRST BASEMEN 
IN FIELDING 


Two members of the Browns— 
Irving Burns, first sacker, and Os- 
car Melillo, -second baseman— 


come into tne limelight in the of- 
ficial fielding records of the Amer- 
ican League. released today. Burns, 
fresh from the Texas League, paced 
the initial station guardians in sev- 
eral respects, while Melillo came 
within 17 chances of tying the rec- 
ord established by Larry Lajoie of 
the Cleveland club in 1908. 

Among the regular first sackers, 
Burns showed the way in fielding, 
with a percentage of .993 in 143 
games. Only one rival, Lu Blu:2, 
| former Brownie, with the White 
Sox, had more putouts than Burns. 
The Browns’ rookie, however, had 
125 assists, being the only one to 
reach the 100 total, while he par- 
ticipated in i131 double plays, 11 
more than Gehrig of the Yankees. 

Melillo Near Lajoie’s Record. 

Although Melillo had more er- 
ror in 1931 than he did the pre- 
vious campaign, the work of the 
little Italian was outstanding. 
Melillo’s fielding percentage was 
.968. The Brownie star in 151 
games had 971 chances, while La- 
joie in 1908, had $88. The Italian 
had an average of 6.4 chances a 
contest, which is quite a record in 
itself. He had 428 putouts cnd 
543 assists, while he made 32 er- 
rors, more than any other pivot 
station guardian. Melillo also 
paced the second sackers in another 
respect, participating in 118 double 
plays. Buddy Myer of Washing- 
ton was second in this respect. with 
87 to his credit. This shows the 
3rowns’ star participated in 31 
more two-ply killings than any of 
his rivals. 

Except for the work of Burns 
and Melillo, there is not a great 
deal to cheer about in the fielding 
records established by the Brownie 


players of the club as a whole. Bill | 


Killefer’s men finished the year 


Cleveland for sixth place. The 
team, however, paced all rivals in 


|double plays with 160, and made 


two of the five triple plays com- 
pleted during the season. In team 
fielding, the Senators and Athletics 
| Showed the way with .976. The 
| athletics made but 141 errors to 


break the old low record established 


by the Yankees in 1923 by three. 
The Senators had only 142 errors. 


At third base for the Browns, 
Kress fielded .936:; Storti, .926, and |

Insofar as any blame i8 con- 
eerned, the Mary Wigman cult 
must be known as the innocent 
progenitors. Several years ago, Miss 
Wigman created a sensation in 
Berlin, Vienna and way points 
with her dynamic modernism. News 
ef her fame reached America and 
tourists came back with electrified 
reperts. 

A season ago Miss Wigman 
crossed the Atlantic and made an 
American tour. A sehool, headed 
by a graduate, was started in New 
York. 

Meanwhile, the rhumba and the 
tango were appearing as the ball- 
room's most recent contribution. 

Both had come in from Cuba, 
Vig Spain, yia Morocco, with the 
jungle as their breeding ground. 

The Wigman methods had in- 
volved a series of geometric arm 
movements, angular after the fash- 
ion of the.

When it was first brought to 
New York, a problem faced the 
musicians. No music, it seems, had 
ever been written for this drum. 
It was played by instinct and ear, 
rather than by note. Furthermere, 
it had te be heatel before it ceuld 
be played. For the outer skin is 
tapped by the fingers of the play- 
er, and the tautness is a matter of 
proper temperature. 

The maracas, which resemble 
large baby rattles, are gourds made 
from certain dried fruits. Banana 
seeds give the sandpaperish sounds. 
Claves are cylindrica! sticks, made 
ef certain Cuban weed found. only 
in jungie sections. They are struck 
together for rhythmic purposes. 
Guiros are scratched with finger- 
nails.
